his followers have taken refuge. Par- 
tisans of -Malietoa., wJao were sent into 
exile by the rMataafa provisional. gov- 
ernment, have been brought back to 
their homes. The city is under martial 
law. An unknown number of Mataa- 
fa's followers have been killed 
and 


wounded. 
Two British marines and 


one American, have 'been killed, while 
four British and'two'Americans have 
been wounded". British, and Americans 
acting together have declared that the 
decisions of the chief 'justice,- having 
been given under ]. the : Berlin treaty, 
must'be.enforced. Such "is the condi-. 
tion of affairs'here as the steamship 
Mariposa sails. The Philadelphia ar- 
rived here'. March, 6,-.and ..on March 11 
a council was-held a,bbafd'the United 
States cruiser. There - were ' present 
three treaty powers. At the council it 
was the opinion of the British and 
American representatives, constituting 
a majority of the council, that the de- 
cision of Chief Justice Chambers'must 
be enforced. This conclusion was -em- 
bodied in a proclamation that was 
issued by Rear-Admiral Kautz, declar- 
ing that the provisional government 
-could have no1 standing under the 
-treaty of Berlin, that it had. been rec- 
ognized for the sole purpose of pre- 
serving peace and order, and directing 
that' Mataafa and the . thirteen chiefs 
associated with him;go quickly to their 
homes and that Malietoa Tanus be rec- 
ognized as king..

German Consul.Rose, two days laterj 


on March 13, issued a proclamation 
declaring that he • did not concur in 
this action, that he continued to rec- 
ognize the provisional government un- 
til contrary instructions were received 
from his own government. This proc- 
lamation encouraged the natives, and 
the Mafaata forces concentrated in the 
bush surrounding A-pia and prepared to 
make a foray, to .capture-the city.- It 
was then determined to adopt extreme 
measures.
